KANSAS CITY, July 20.—The first

They argued that as the Progressive 
party is composed of men formerly 
affiliated with both of the old parties, 
that this was the proper course. 

| Message From Roosevelt. 

Judge A. D. Nortoni of St. Louis, who 
‘was elected temporary chairman, 
brought the delegates to their feet by 
reading the following message from 
Col...Roosevelt: 

“Few things give me more satisfac- 
tt 1 than the support I have recetved 

, in the electoral c.Jlege 
and I am extremely pleased at hearing 
what headway the progressive move- 
ment is making in Missouri. 

“We are against the two-fold political 
machines, both of which are inefficient 
and both of which are corrupt. We 
lieve in aligning ourselves on the new 
issues which vitally affect the people 
today and which will continue to vitally 
affect them in the immediate future. 
Only the progressive can deal with these 
yew issues on a nation-wide, non-sec- 
tional and wisely const:uctive basis.”’

Hecker, an instructor at Harvard Uni- 
versity and formerly of St. Louis. The 
ceremony will be performed at the home 
ef the bride’s father, J. A. Lodwick, in 


Ferguson, by the Rev. L. B. Richards 
of the Ferguson Episcopal Church. 

Hecker met Miss Lodwick at Welles- 
ley College five years ago, when she 
was a student there and he a senior at 
Harvard. The introduction was brought 
about by Hecker’s sister, who also was 
a Wellesley student. Three years ago, 
when she was a teacher at St. Gabriel's 
School, Peekskill, N. Y., and he had 
been raised to the rank of instructor, 
they renewed their acquaintance. 

Winner of Cash Prizes. 

Miss Lodwick is a member of the local 
branch of the Consumers’ League, of 
which Mrs. John T. Davis Jr. of 47 Port- 
land place, is president. The members, 
numbering about 200, pledged themselves 
two months ago not to buy any article 
of clothing made in a factory where low 
wages are paid, children under 16 years 
old employed, insanitary conditions per- 
mitted or the State factory laws breken 
or evaded in any way. 

Hecker has acquired fame among edu- 
cators by his achievements at Harvard. 
He was graduated from St. Louis Cen- 
tral High School at the head of his 
class. He entered Harvard at once, 
passing the entrance examinations with- 
out any other preparation.than his high 
school work. In his freshman year he 
was awarded the $200 “Price Greenleaf’ 
prize; in his sophomore year he won the 
Bowditch prize of $250, and as a junior 
he..got the $30 “Price Greenleaf’ and 
two Bowderine prizes, one of $200 for a 
dissertation in English and one of $50 
for a Greek translation. 

Finds Refuge in Ameri: a. 

In his senior year, 1905, when he was 
only 20 years old, he won the Augustine 
Gambrill graduate scholarship of $450 
and the Palfrey exhibition of $80, after 
taking highest honors in Greek. 

Hecker’s mother, Mrs, Atlanta Recker. 
resides in St. Louis. For several years 
she was a teacher at the Industrial 
School and in the public schools. His 
vrandfather, Col. Fréderick Hecker, won 
international fame as the leader of ‘he 
unsuccessful German rebellion in 1349. 
Col. Hecker was forced to take refuge 
in the United States, 

The groomsman at the wedding wil! 
ne Hecker’s brother, Harold Hecker a 
graduate of the Carnegie Institute at 
Pittsburg. The bride’s sister, Miss Agnes 
Lodwig, will be  bridemaid. Prof. 
Hecker and his bride will make their 
home in Cambridge in ‘the fall. 


CARDINAL SCORES 
FEMININE ATTIRE 


Italian Prelate Says No Wearer 
of Immodest Clothes Can 


Enter His House. 


ROME, July 30.—The great Cardinal 
Cavallari, patriarch of Venice, a per- 
sonal friend of Pope Pius X, in a dis- 


course in the cathedral of the Queen of 
the Adriatic, told the women of Venice 
and, through the press, the women of 
all Italy, what the church thinks of 
those who dress in the present extreme 
styles. 

The Cardinal said: “Today tHe im- 
modesty of the mode of the dressing of 
many women has arrived at such a 
point that even men who are naturally 
virtuous are disgusted and_ repelled. 
Where is the modesty of those who 
wear the present day costumes? What 





‘}does that impudent nudity mean but 


lack of virtue? I declare now publicly, 
that at the first Sunday communions at 
my house I shall not allow anyone 
dressed in that way to appear with chil- 
dren. I am at home there and shall as- 
sert my authority.’’ 

Pius X has not publicly supported the 
patriarch’s criticism, for the reason that 
not long ago he issued a statement him- 
self on the subject, but he has sent to 
the Cardinal an autograph letter of ap- 
proval.

LETTERS THREATEN 


DEATH 10 COUPLE: 
RELATIVE IS HELD 


Flat River (Mo.) Pair Warned 
Not to Marry, Then Admon- 
ished to Separate. 








BOMBS ARE | FOUND 





Case Placed With Postal Au- 
thorities and Cousin of 
Bride Is Arrested. 


Postoffice inspectors here are investi- 
gating a strange case at Flat River, 
Mo., in which for more than a year a 
young husband and wife in letters have 
been threatened frequently with death 
unless they separate. 

William Sebastian, 36 years old, cousin 
to the. wife, was arrested by Sheriff 
London at Flat River Monday. 


formation filed by the Prosecuting At- 
torney charges him with sending letters 
to the pair, Mr. and Mrs. Albert Par- 
ker, also of Flat River. 

Mr. and Mrs. Parker admitted Tues- 
day that they have been terrified, not 
cnly by threats, but by occasional dis- 
coveries of dynamite bombs in the yard 
of their home. 

Zetters in charge of the postal author- 
ities in St. Louis will be compared with 
the handwriting of Sebastian by chirog- 
raphy experts. Sebastian told a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent Tuesday he did 
not fear such a test and declared 
charges had been trumped up against 
him.

All Well Thought Of. 

All the persons concerned in the in- 
vestigation are well thought of in Flat 
River.) Parker is a machinist. His wife, 
formerly Miss Hannah Martin, is the 
daughter of T. W. Martin, a highly re- 
spected citizen. Sebastian is a black- 
smith, the son of a man who was the 
village blacksmith for many years. 

The first of the death letters appeared 
shortly after relatives learned that 
Parker and Miss Martin were to be 
married. 
and the girl, 
together frequently, 
did not think they were contemplating 
matrimony until February of 1911. 

Their engagement had scarcely been 
announced when they received the first 
letter. It forbade the marriage and 
warned them both would lose their 
lives if the wedding took place. 

They at first thought it a joke. But 
the matter became serious when a sec- 
ond letter, still more violent, reached 
them. Although they were alarmed 
they did not allow the letters to inter- 
fere with their marriage plans. 

After the wedding, in March, 
came a peremptory demand for their 
immediate separation. 
they would be blown to pieces except 
that the writer didn’t wish to destroy 
the lives of others. This led them to 
remain at the home of the bride’s fa- 
ther, as they felt that living there 
would give them a measure of security. 

The letters continued to come. One 
morning members of the household 
found dynamite sticks under a porch. 
The matter was put into the hands 
of Sheriff London, who assigned two 
deputies to investigate. 

Everything that was done, however, 
seemed to be known to the sender of 
the letters. The Sheriff and 
deputy got letters warning them to keep 
hands off or suffer serious 
quences. One letter warned the Sheriff 
rot to call in the postal authorities.

They were disappointed. July 22 they 
received another letter, more violent 
than ever.

Mrs. Park- 
er declared this was characteristic of 
Sebastian and declared also that the 
writing resembled her cousin's. She 
and her father talked the matter over 
with the Prosecuting Attorney and a 
warrant for Sebastian was issued. 

Members of the family, except Se- 
bastian, refuse to discuss the affair. 
Mrs. Parker’s father Tuesday evaded 


had ever proposed marriage to his 
daughter. 
Sebastian and she were ever sweet- 
hearts they never told their relatives. 

Sebastian said he felt last February 
that he was suspected of something. He 
called the accusation against him ab- 
surd. His father, who is old and in 
poor health, has not been told of his 
arrest. 

Sebastian was released on bond. His 
preliminary hearing is set for Aug. 9.

Laid Baris of Alibi. 

“He told us that he had taken the 
revolver from the home of his sweet- 
heart, Miss Myrtle Benhoff,’’ Special 
Officer Reinwald testified, ‘‘and had 
hidden it under the mattress of his 
own room. After the murder we went 
to his room, 927 St. Louis avenue. We 
found that Bittner had turned down the 
covers of his bed. 

‘“‘“Also, before he left the house, he 
had propped up a screen window !e.:.1- 
ing into his room with a hairbrush. He 
told us that this was so he could get 
into the room easy if he were not 
caught. He had also substituted a cap 
for his usual straw hat and had slipped 
away from the house so quietly that 
nobody had heard him go.’’ 

Special Officer Callahan then took the 
stand and testified to the same thing. 

Edward P. Bittner, brother of the 
confessed slayer, admitted under cross- 
examination that the father had talked 
of retiring from the butcher business 
and turning it all over to him. Asked 
if Arthur knew he was to be cut off in 
this way, Edward replied he didn’t 
know. He denied that he’ had boasted 
he would soon have charge of the store, 
but admitted he had told friends he 
expected to have a business of his own 
in four or five years.

MRS. FRANCES 
JOSEPHINE 
GOE 


Mrs. Frances Josephine Goe Be- 
came Ill Soon After Her Mar- 
siage Three Years Ago. 





Residents of Caseyville, Ill, are await-' 
ing with great interest the outcome of 
the chemical analysis which, it is be- 
lieved, may indicate the cause of Mrs. 
Frances Josephine Goe’s death. 

The large house in Caseyville, 


many years known as the John Meyer 
house, where George W'. Goe, then 2 
years old, went to live three years ago, 
after his marriage to Frances Josephine 
Meyer, then 49, has been closed since 
the wife’s death. 

Goe is at the home of his father, Dr. 
Henry 8. Goe, 795 Aubert avenue, St. 
Louis, and Dr. Goe told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday that: he was 
too ill to be seen. Dr. Goe had no new 
theory to offer as to the cause of his 
daughter-in-law’s death. He attended 
her, and gave Dr. Wilhelmj of Henri- 
etta Hospital, East St. Louis, a state- 
ment which caused Dr. Wilhelmj: to as- 
sign typhoid as the cause of death. 


Analysis to Be. Done in Week. 
Neither Joseph Meyer of 4022 North 


Twenty-second street, Mrs. Goe’s uncle, 
nor either of his two daugfiters, her 
cousins, has made public the theory on 
which Meyer acted. in causing the chem- 
ical examination fo be made. Portions 
of the viscera, taken from Mrs. Goe’s 
body, are now under chemical analysis 
by Dr. Gradwohl, a St. Louis specialist. 
Attorney Raymond B. Hendricks of 
East St. Louis, who is representing Jo- 
seph Meyer, says the chemical report is 
expected within a week. 

Meyer says the autopsy was decided 
on “to satisfy curious friends.”” His 
daughters, when seen Tuesday, refused 
to add to this statement. One of the 
daughters, who was with Mrs. Goe 
when she died at the hospital last 
Thursday, said she could throw no light 
on the cause of death. 

None of Mrs. Goe’s Caseyville neigh- 
bors ever knew that she was supposed 
to have typhoid. One of them, Miss 
Lizzie Brown, said Monday afternoon 
that Mrs. Goe, returning home Thurs- 
day evening, July 18, told her that a 
horse had bitten her on Washington 
avenue, St. Louis, in front of a store 
where she had been shopping. The horse, 
after biting her arm, snapped at her 
again, she told Miss Brown, and fright- 
ened her so that she became ill after 
her return home. This illness grew 
worse, and her father-in-law was sum- 
moned from St. Louis to treat her. 

Dr. Goe said, when asked about the 
horse bite, that he did not believe it 
had anything to do with his daughter- 
in-law’s death. The skin was not broken 
by the horse’s teeth, he said, and while 
there was a certain shock, it was not 
such as to explain the later fatal ill- 
ness. 

John Meyer, the father; accumulated 
property valued at $30,000 to $40,000 in 
his successive occupations of cobbler 
and tavern keeper. He died four years 
ago, and his daughter, Josephine, was 
the only heir to the property, a young- 
er daughter, Pauline, having died some | 
years before.

The conditicns have materially 
changed since the election last year 
when the bonds were defeated. Legis- 
lation has been pagsed safeguarding 
the rights of the public and eliminat- 
ing the objections urged a year ago. 

If there is no serious, well-founded 
objection to the completion of the 
bridge according to present plans, it 
would be an ingrvstice to those who 
live here to defeat the bonds. It 
would show a decided lack of the 
spirit of progress to allow the bridge 
to remain an endless structure in the 
river. 

Three principal arguments are ad- 
vanced by the opponents as to why 
the bond issue should be defeated. 
They are: 

1. That the franchise of the South- 
ern Traction Co. gives it a monopoly 
in the use of the upper deck of the 
bridge. 2. That the so-called Reber- 
Associated Retailers’ approach on the 
East Side is “bottled.” $8 That the 
bond issue should not be authorized 
until a specific provision is made 
that St. Louis labor be used exclu- 
sively in completing the bridge. 


Southern Traction Case. 

A year ago, when the public voted 
on the bond issue, the franchise of 
the Southern Traction Co. stood as a 
grant in its skeleton form. The ob- 
jection was made then, and is re- 
peated now, that it was uncertain 
what rights the company had in the 
use of the bridge, and that its fran- 
chise practically gives it exclusive 
control of the upper deck. 

In the last few months rules and 
regulations governing the use of the 
bridge have been passed by the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly. These become a 
part of the franchise of the Southern 
Traction Co. and limit its powers and 
privileges. The element of uncer- 
tainty is removed, and the public 
now has exact knowledge of the con- 
ditions under which the bridge shall 
be completed and operated. 

The Southern Traction Co. must 
accept these rules and regulations as 
a part of its franchise before it can 
operate a street car across the bridge. 
The many clauses in the regulations 
which specify revocation of the fran- 
chise for violation of the rules estab- 
lished practically removes the 50-year 
term and makes the measure an in- 
determinate franchise revocable at 
the will of the city. 


Must Obey Rules. 

Two clauses in the franchise make 
it necessary that the company accept 
and obey these rules and regulations. 
One states that the company shall 
use the bridge ‘‘subject to such rules 


T « voters of St. Louis will be 


to time be established bythe City ‘of 
St. Louts.” 

Another clause reads: The South- 
ern Traction Co., in aceepting this 
ordinance, agrees to comply with all 
general ordinances and charter pro- 
visions of the City of St. Louis af- 
fecting street railways or interurban 
railways that may be in force, or 
which may be enacted applicable 
to its line or any part thereof.’’ 

The recently enacted rules specify: 

1. That the company shall allow 
any other railway to use its tracks, 
or any part thereof,:and its trolley 
wires and electric power in St: Louis 
and East St. Louis and to a point 
two miles beyond the limits of these 
cities. 

2. A Municipal Bridge Commission 
is created. The commission is au- 
thorized to make any necessary traf- 
fic regulations and is empowered to 
enforce its mandates by revocation 
of the fnanchise if necessary. 

8. A G-cent fare is established for 
adult passengers from any point in 
St. Louls to any point in Hast St.

Ralston Cites New Facts: ‘eee: 
Favoring Free Bridge Bonds 


S. RALSTON, chairman of the Free Bridge Committee of the 
Associated Retailers, has issued. a statement to the public 
advocating the proposed bridge bond issue, to be voted on 

and answering the objections made to the measure, 

Mr. Ralston emphasizes the changes which have taken place, as . 
to the Southern Traction franchise and the eastern approach loca- 
last before the people. 


His statement of the case is as follows: 


Louis and vice versa. Children be- 
tween 5 and 12 years old shall ride 
for half fare. 

4. An intratraffic zone is established 
comprising St. Louis and East St. 
Louis. The charge for shipments of 
merchandise from outside points 
shall be delivered to any point with- 
in the intratraffic zone for the same 
charge. This removes the bridgg ar- 
bitrary and means that goods must 
be delivered in St. Louis for the same 
charge as to East St. Louis. 

5. A specific provision is made that 
if the traction company refuses to 
accept or abide by these rules or any 
ruling of the Bridge Commission its 
franchise may be either suspended or 
revoked. 

Now I ask thoughtful voters what 
remains of the objection of the bond 
opponents that this company has an 
exclusive monopoly of the bridge? 

Approach Extended, 

The objection that the Reber ap- 
proach was “bottled” was taken up 
several months ago by the Associ- 
ated Retailers. They recommended 
that the approach be extended 2000 
feet, making its terminus outside of 
the limits of East St. Louis and pro- 
viding for an elevated crossing at the 
Terminal belt.. This removes the 
terminus of the approach from the 
alleged ‘“‘neck of the bottle” and 
takes it beyond the property con- 
trolled by the Terminal. 

The Municipal Assembly accepted 
this recommendation. It also grant- 
ed permissidn to the Denverside Con- 
necting Railway to connect its pro- 
posed belt line with the bridge ap- 
proach. The terminus of the belt is 
north of East St. Louis, within ac- 
cess of any railroad reaching the 
East Side. ‘ 

Why quibble further about the ap- 
proach in search of an argument to 
oppese the bonds needed to complete 
the bridge? . 

The third argument !{s that St. 
Louis labor should be employed ex- 
clusively on the bridge work. This 
is demanding the impossible. The 
City Charter of St. Louis d4irects 
that the Contracts for public work be 
let to the “‘lowest responsible bidder.” 
It is optional with the contractor 


. what labor he uses. 


The Associated Retallers are vitally 
interested in the welfare of St. Louis 
workingmen. Our merchants cannot 
prosper unless the working class is 
employed. With all-workmen at work 
and their families satisfied the mer- 
chants are assured of the patronage 
they must have to continue in busi- 
ness. 

While no specific provision can le- 
gally be made that St. Louis labor 
must be used, there is a moral re- 
sponsibility on the contractor to em- 
ploy St. Louls workmen. 

In the construction of the free 
bridge the Gontract to Dulld ““the 
piers, retaining walls and approach 
abutments was let to a St. Louis 
contractor. “The work was done by 
St. Louis union labor on all work 
where the crafts were organized. 
The remainder wag done by St. 


! Louis laborers. 


The bridge superstructure, with the 
exception of erecting the steel and 
the office and field work, was con- 
structed largely by St. Louis labor. 
At present 79 men ere employed on 
the west approach. Of these, 42 are 
residents of St. Louls, 21 live in East 
St. Louls and 16 reside elsewhere. 

This is a good showing for the 
employment of St. Louis labor. Let 
us judge by the past and believe 
that St. Louis’ workingmen will get 
& square deal in the bridge work. 

The defeat of the bonds would 
mean disgrace, endless delay and ad- 
verse criticism. It would be an un- 
pleasant reflection on phe name of 
St. Louis.

Declares Prosecutor. to Com- 
mand Respect, Should Handle 
Big Cases Himself. 








Former Judge ‘Thomas B. Harvey, 
candidate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Circuit Attorney, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, Tuesday, that in his 
opinion the responsibility for the en- 


forcement of all the criminal statutes 


should,ybe concentrated on one public 
prosecutor, so that there would be no 


evasion or shifting responsibility be- 


tween the different officials. 
He would advocate, he says, the abho- 


lition of the office of Prosecuting At: 
terney as it now exists. 
“Furthermore,’’ declared Harvey, ‘“‘the 
Prosecutor himself, the individual who 
is selected by the community for his 
should in 
person prosecute the most important 
cases coming before the courts. He 
should be required by law. on account |], 
of his famillarity with the proceedings 
in the case and the records made be- 
low, to follow the cases to the Appel- 
late Court and aid in the briefing and 
arguing of them on appeal. 
Says There Would Be Care. 

“Prosecuting officers then would be 
more careful in conducting the trial 
of cases fairly and legally and-a great 
many reversals and the immense costs 
entailed .thereby would be avoided if 
the prosecutor is a lawyer who takes 
pride in his profession and understands 
that his name must appear in the Su- 
treme Court report of the case and 
responsibility assumed by him for the 
record made in the trial. 


“Much unjust criticism of the Su- 
preme Court for reversals on technicali- 
ties which are permitted to get into the 
record by the inefficiency or carelessness 
of the prosecuting officer will be avoid- 
ed if the prosecutor understands that in 
the published record of his cases he 
will be held responsible for errors. 


“And, again, the highest crime known 
to the law is murder and the first in- 
vestigation into the facts and develop- 
ment of the truth with reference to the 
homicide is the Coroner’s inauest. The 
Circuit Attorné@y’s office should be rep- 
resented at homicide hearings for the 
proper development of the testimony, 
the Coroner not being an attorney and 
unfamiliar with the rules of evidence. 

“T see no reason why the office of 
Circuit Attorney of St. Louis should not 
be one of equal dignity, efficiency and 
respectability as like positions in the 
ether large cities of the country. 


How Crime Is Prevented. 

“If nominated and elected to this of- 
fice, I shall endeavor to lift it to the 
plane it shoulu occupy. Half of the 
crime of a community is prevented be- 
fore commission, when it is thoroughly 
understood that the court and the pub- 
lic prosecutor are honest and efficient 
and controlled by no corrupt influence.”’

Harry Sharpe Says Referee Welch Was at Fault When He 
Began Counting Rivers Out While Help- 
ing Champion to His Feet.

There is just a moment interval between

Instead, the 
Mexican seems to draw himsélf upward and 
backward and then sink forward as Wolgast 
pitches over and throws, him backward at 
full length. All this, however, is not con- 
clusitve that Rivers was struek low, but the 
same condition might have been brought 
about by a blow just below the short rib. 


Now, as to Wolgast and sis condition 
after being lifted from ‘the ptostrate form 
of Rivera by Referee Welch: If Wolgast re- 
ceived the hard punch to his jaw or chin 
that Rivers claimg he delivered just before 
he (Rivers) was struck, it is quite possible 
Wolgast’s condition when he pitched forward 
was the result of that punch, and hig ac- 
tions are those of a man who has been hard 
hit and is verging upon a knockout. As 
seen in the pictures, it is a condition that 
would more ilkely follow a punch to a nerve 
center than follow as the result of a fall. 
The latter. however, is possible and it may 
have been. 

The pictures fail to decide whether Rivers 
was out as a result of a foul or fair blow, 
or whether Wolgast was groggy as a resu't 
of a punch to the chin, or whether both 
were disabled in the fall. 


Referee Made Mistake. 


The action of Referee Jack Welch in help- 
ing Wolgast to his feet with one hand while 
counting out Rivers with the other was un- 
questionably wrong. No count should have 
been given Rivers so long as Wolgast re- 
mained on top of him and it was not the 
teferee’s place to give a count while as- 
sisting either of the boxers. Had the fight- 
ers both. faitem to the mat, but lay apart 
from each other, it would have been quite 
proper for the referee to have counted, 
and if neither had been able to gain his 
feet and respond to time within the count 
of 10 the contest would have been a draw.

Tell of Police Alliance. 
The confessions, revealing details of 
police alliance with gambling and with 
other and more vicious forms of crimi- 
nality, led directly into police headquar- 
ters through the highest uniformed rank 
and included, too, although less direct- 
ly, the political power behind the Police 
Department. 
There was no mincing of words on the 
part of the three men who had finally 
decided to take their chances on the 
fair dealing of the District Attorney 
rather than run the danger of being 
“jobbed” by the Police Department. 
Rose confessed first and it was only 
a few minutes before Weber and Vallon 
told their stories. Rose had the most 
to tell—what he said shot straight 
home. His every word was about Beck- 
er, and his story was hased upon in- 
timate knowledge of the policeman in 
the several years he has been his col- 
lector. 


When, finally, the statements were in 
form to submit to the grand jury, each 
separate allegation had been tested anil 
found true hy the testimony of at least 
three and by the certainty that within 
24 hours half a dozen more witnesses 
will be in hand. 

Rose, Weber and Vallon admit that 
they brought about the murder of Ro- 
senthal, but they say that their course 
was forced upon them by the threats 
and cajol¢ries of Becker, who told them 
that if they did not have the “squeal- 
er’s’’ mouth stopped, he would ‘frame 
up” a case on each of them and send 
them to prison. They had experience 
of the way he “got” the men wh» 
crossed his wishes and so they fulfilled 
his desire, convinced that he was able 
to protect them. 


They believed implicitly that Beck- 
@r was about to become the head of 
the police department. They had seen’ 
him rise from nothing into the head- 
ship of the most powerful single fac- 
tor in the department. They had seen 
him pursue his course without inter- 
ruption from the héads of the force; 
instead, when questions had arisen. 
he had always been powerful enough 
to have them settled tn his favor. 

For weeks, Rose said, Becker haé 


of the killing. “ Becker’s power and 
Weber’s money were back of Rose— 
thus Becker is said to have spoken. 
And having hitched Becker to the 
crime before its commission, the 
three tied him up to it after Rosen- 
thal lay dead, when Rose told how 
he had telephoned to the policeman 
from the Times Building, a few hun- 
dred feet from where the murdered 
gambler lay. 

He told how Becker had come down- 
town to meet him, Weber and Vallon, 
alarmed because Rose had said in talk- 
ing of the killing, “My God, this is 
horrible.”’ Becker took the three, Rose 
said, to the protection of the shadow 
ef the Murray Hill baths and there 
again reassured them-—this time not only 
that the police were ‘“‘all right,’’ but 
that the District Attorney himself was 
to be “fixed” by Becker. 


How Money Wag Divided. 
Becker's money, according to Becker's 
alleged statement, repeated in the pres- 
ence of Rose, Weber and Vallon, was 
divided among two uptown ifispectors 
and two officials connected with police 
headquarters, after he took his own 
anare. 

“For weeks Becker kept after me,’ 
Rose said. “When things began to 
look a little dark because Rosenthal 
was showing unexpected nerve, Becker 
pressed me all the more. I couldn't 
help myself; he had me in his fist.” 
‘“Judge,”’ he said, turning to Whitman, 
“I'd have told you all that I'm telling 
now when I first came in, if you would 
have seen me without Police Commis- 
sioner Dougherty being present. I was 
afraid that Dougherty was Becker's 
friend and I didn’t want to take any 
chances. 1 never got a square deal frorr. 
the police and I kuew I wouldn't get 
one now, if I was going to say or do 
anything against ohe of them.” 
Weber, Rose and Vallon have be- 
come. witnesses for the State. Their 
appearance before the grand jury gives 
them immunity. But the District At- 
torney feels that they have been only 
pawhs in the hands of bigger and more 
powerful men. He believes his chiefest 
duty is to get at the real source of the 
plot. He wants to be absolutely sure 
of convicting Becker and of being able 
to go further and find out who was 
behind Becker.

“Rose, Weber and Vallion united in 
saying that for. severa] years Rose 
has been Becker’s regular collector y 
and go-between. Each of the three 
was able to tell of the demands 
Becker had made that Rosenthal be 
removed and each of the three was 
present at a final conference with 
him uptown, just three days before 
the murder. It was on Friday, July 
12, although they were not quite sure 
of the date. 

“Now this thing has gone just as 
far as it’s going,’’ Rose quotes Beck- 


er as saying to him. “I’ve sent for you 
three to tell you what you've got to 


do, and if you don’t do it, why then 
look out for yourselves, that’s all. 
Says He Lived Long Enough, 

“IT have kept after Rose for some 
time to finish ‘Rosenthal. The 
has lived long enough. If he goes any 
further, it will be too long. Every time 
I’ve pressed Rose he has said he 
hadn't enough money or power. All 
right, there may be something in 
that. That's why I got you up here. 
Weber’s got money—bundles of it; 
Pve got power and can handle any 
job that we pull off. What's the dan- 
fer about Rosenthal? He's a dirty

“Now you fellows get busy,” Beck- 


er continued, according to Rose. “If 
you don't, I‘m going to get busy.

If 
you don't make good on this, I swear 
I'll get you each for seven years.” 

Rose said that on the day Zelig 
was turned out of court on $10,000 
bail, Becker had sent for him and 
said Zelig was the man to handle the 
job; tnat even if he couldn't do the 
actual work himself, he could get the 
men to do it. 


So the men were selected, largely by 
Zelig himself, and approved by § the 
agents of Becker and were told that 


Monday night would be the time for the 
job. Rose had to get word to them 
that afternoon and early evening, and 
finding that the suddenly revised plans 
called for greater speed than he had 
figured on, he drafted the gray car 
into service and used it to transport two 
of the men to Weber's poker club. 
Two of the gun men came to the ren- 
dezvous alone. Others who were used 
for “‘stalls’’ and guards and to ride away 
in taxicabs so as to hinder pursuit, re- 
ceived their instructions at Weber's. 
They knew pretty well what they had 


to do. Many of them had played their 
parts before. Even the “stalls” were ex- 
perienced. : 


Confer in Poker Room. 

Rose perfected the arrangements with 
the help of Weber, Valion playing a 
small part as’ befitted merely an em- 
ploye of the principal—Weber. The 
conferences were held sometimes down- 
town, sometimes, uptown and often in 
Weber's poker room at Forty-second 
street. and Fifth avenue. 

Under advicé, Weber kept up a pre- 
tense of friendship with Rosenthal 
which he had no difficulty in doing, 
as their relations, while strained, had

Becker Twice in 
Shooting Affairs 
NEW YORK, July 3. 

f[EUT. CHARLES A. BECKER 

x has been a member of the 

New York’ police force for 

nearly 20 years. He remained a 

private in the ranks for 10 years, 

being promoted to a post as rounds- 
man in 1903. 

A few months after he became 
a roundsman, Becker came into 
public view as the hero of a sen- 
sational drowning rescue on the 
East Side river front. For this 
rescue he received a hero medal. 
Two years later the man whom 
Becker had rescued is said to have 
made an affidavit stating that the 
rescue was ‘“‘faked’”’ and that he 
received pay for his part in it. 

Becker and another policeman 
were suspended after the shooting 
of a young plumber’s helper, John 
Fay, who was killed in a burglar 
chase, but later were reinstated. 
Becker was placed in charge of the 
so-called “Strong Arm Squad’’ on 
June 30, 1911. Last March a man 
was killed by a bullet fired during 
one of hfs raids. Becker was re- 
lieved from charge of the squad 
for a time, but was later reas- 
signed to it. In a year his squad 
made more than 75 raids, including 
the attack on Rosenthal’s place on 
April 15.

Police Promise Mystifies. 

Rose says he is not positive, but he 
believes that the gray car was used 
by the murderers to escape in. It had 
been sent there for that purpose. He 
says that Becker promised as much aid 
as he could in the way of nonactivity 
on the part of the police, but Rose ad- 
mits he did not know if this meant 
inertia at the time of the murder itself 
or afterward, when the bigger men in 
the department took hold of it. Rose 
says that Weber’s room was made the 
school of instruction for the murder. 
Each was told what to do. 

Rose followed the murder car to the 
Hotel Metropole. He did not go all the 
way, but went néar enough to see that 
3ecker’s instructions were fulfilled. 

Weber had stayed at the hotel after 
he had run over to his club to teil the 
assembled murderers that Rosenthal had 
responded to the decoy and was at the 
restaurant. Vallon was in the lobby. Al 
Wemmgganxious to see what was going 
to “come off.” Their garrulity, never 
small when with their own kind, had 
been the means of information for a 
half score of their intimates hesides the 
1° or 12 actually engaged in helping the 
shooters. All of them were within easy 
earshot. and flocked to the spot when 
Rosenthal fell dead. 

“Out of that whole crowd around the 
place,” one man said, “every second 
man was an enemy of Rosenthal. so 
you can see how expectant the oppos!i- 
tion was.’ 

When the murder had heen done 
the three prisoners iIcst their nerve 
and telephoned for Becker, who came 
from his home tn a hurry. 

‘“‘What's the matter with you fellows?” 
he demanded, according to Rose. “Ruck 
up. There's nothing going to come out 
of this. Everything ts going along] 
beautifully.

The most oppressively taxed man in 
the world is the American salaried man. 
He has no union. No politician takes 
him into account. 

Compelled to live and dress respecta- 
ably, he and his family are the victims, 
first, of the local tax-gatherer, who col- 
lects exorbitant rents, and secondly, of 
the national tax-gatherer, who levies 
tariffs for the benefit. of government 
and others. 

A man who lives or tries to live de- 
cently on $5000 or $10,000 a year is likely 
to pay as much in taxes, for example, as 
a multimillionaire whose property is all 
personal and who regularly dodges the 
Assessor. Everything that the salaried 
man eats or wears or uses is taxed. If 
he has a family and the multimillionaire 
has none, he pays the greater penalty. 
We wonder whether the Democrats 
of the Senate who voted the other day 
to extend the corporation “excise” tax 
to individuals whose incomes exceed $5000 
had given this matter serious thought. 
We wonder what they expect to do 
with the money. The income tax is the 
fairest and most certain method yet de- 
vised of distributing the burdens of gov- 
ernment justly. It has no tricks that 
cannot be exposed. It is a tax that 
cannot be “passed along.’”’ 

But an income tax superimposed upon 
extortionate tariff taxes appears as a 
blight and not a reform. In that case 
it becomes a@ new and unnecessary tax 
for war, for extravagance, for waste. 
It pinches most precisely where the op- 
pressive tariff pinches most. It delves 
deep into the pockets of professional 
and salaried men, where already the 
fingers of the tariff are ceaselessly 
busy. * * ° 

There should be no income tax except 
as it. takes the place of a tariff tax. 
There should be no income tax merely 
for the purpose of increasing the spend- 
ing powers of Congress.

But the greatest wonder is bringing 
the stars to us s6 that we know what 
they are made of. So incalculably far 
away that even in the largest tele- 
scopes they show only as the tiniest 
points, we nevertheless find out with 
absolute certainty just what elements 
are the sogrces of their distant light. 

Sir William Huggins was quick to 
see that mere distance of the light 
source made no difference in the char- 
acter of the spectrum; and he first ex- 
amined a star’s spectrum half a century 
ago. All the fixed stars are shown to 
be bodies of exceedingly high tempera- 
ture, and self-luminous like our sun. 
Scattered everywhere throughout the 
universe, too, are the same elements 

at we know on earth. The absolute 
temperature of the sun and numerous 
stars has been ascertained, Ultimately, 
the stars must yield their relative ages 
to the spectroscope. So, too, the phy- 
sical. constitution and life history of 
the nebulate are revealed; and even the 
wizard comets, though freaky {tn their 
manifestation, are found to contain well- 
known elements. 

But another fundamental principle 
set forth by Doppler has been even 
more fruitful; that the spectra) lines of 
a body radiating light are fixed in posi- 
tion only when that body is at rest 
with reference to the earth. If moving 
away from us, its lines are shifted 
slightly from red-ward in the spectrum; 
if coming toward us, violet-ward. Elab- 
oration of this simple ‘principle has 
led to an astounding expansion of re- 
vearch in astro-physics, known as 
“radio-velocity work,” and we find the 
cosmos everywhere alive with motion, 
whose brighter heavenly bodies the as- 
tronomer has already ascertained.

In such ways the science of 
the stars has been revolutionized by the 
spectroscope and the whole universe 
becomes the familiar haunt of the as- 
tronomer, who tells us that outermost 
space is filled with substances precise- 
ly like those of which our earth is 
composed. Ultimately, too, the spec- 
troscope will no doubt afford the last 
word on that greatest of all problems in 
physical science, the order of the cos- 
mos, or the origin and distribution of 
the unnumbered millions of stars 
throughout the celestial spaces.

Navarre) fell in love with her when 
first she came to court.

She was married by her parents’ or- 
ders to the Count de Liancourt, who 
loved her and whom she 4id not love. 
It was. an ill-chosen union and did not 
last long. 

Henry of Navarre when he met her 
was.a beggarly leader of a forlorn hope. 
He was ruler of the petty kingdom of 
Navarre, near the boundary line be 
tween France and Spain, and was right- 
ful heir to the throne of France. But 
he was barred from the French crown 
by his religion. Hence, as the head of 
a down-at-heel loyal little army he was 
warring vainly for his rights. 

Henry was forever falling in love. But 
he seems to have loved Gabriella @’Es- 
trees more and longer than all his 
other sweethearts combined, She rv- 
turned his love to the full and proved 
herself invaluable to him by wise ad- 
vice on statecraft. Partly, it is said, 
by her suggestion, Henry at last de- 
cided to change his religion in order to 
become King of France. (He had a fac- 
ulty for changing his religion and poli- 
tics with perfect ease.) The week before 
he renounced his creed for the sake of 
becoming King, he wrote thus to Ga- 
brielle of the proposed renunciation: 

“Next Sunday is the date fixed for 
me to turn the somersault that shall 
bring down the house.” 

After he became King, Henry wanted 
to divorce his wife Marguerite de Va- 
lois, from whom he had long been sep- 
arated, and marry Gabrielle. His ad- 
visers raised a mountain of objections. 
They pointed out that the royal] treas- 
ury was low and that Henry’s own po- 
sition was none too secure. And they 
counseled him to make a marriage that 
would either bring wealth to the coun- 
try or that would strengthen France by 
an alliance with some powerfu! nation. 

Henry, who was prudent enough in 
most matters of statesmanship, turned 
a deaf ear to his advisers and declared 
that whether the step were wise or 
foolish, he was going to marry Ga- 
brielle, There were plenty of people, 
however, who from patriotism of sgelf- 
interest, were ready to break off the 
match. And politicians in those days 
were not overscrupulous in gaining their 
ends. 

On the evening of April 9, 1599, as 
Henry and Gabrielle were dining in a 
ne arbor talking over their ap- 
4) proaching marriage, Gabrielle fell to 
the ground in agony, She was carried 
home and a few hours later was dead. 
Sixteenth and seventeenth century his- 
torians did not hesitate to say she was 
peisoned tn order to prevent her from
